HOODLUM 
OUTRAGES. 


Brutal Attacks on Chinamen and 


Inoffensive Citizens. 


Information has reached this office 


that the hoodlum element consider 
it one of its important functions 
to congregate at the corner of Eighth 
and Myrtle streets daily, and spend 
half an hour of its valuable tims 
in stoning inoffensive Chinamen. 
It is need lees to remind the public 
that in that line of business the 
Oakland hoodlum is an expert. From 
his infancy np he has been instructed 
in the art of stoning Chinamen, and 
by the time he reaches fifteen years 
he is ablo to land a stone in a Chi- 
naman's ear or eye at a distance'of 
thirty or forty yards, with unerring 
precision. Last Saturday afternoon 
Eighth and Myrtle streets was the 
battle ground selected by the hood- 
lum to decrease the Chinese popula- 
tion of Oakland. A citizen informs 
ns, having occasion to pass that 
locality, he noticed one Chinaman 
on the ground bleeding profusely 
from his wounds, and on remon- 
strating with the hoodlums received 
only threats and curses in reply. 
Last evening a TBIBCNB representa- 
tive was passing Seventh and Wash- 
ington streets. 
He noticed two 


hoodlums in close contact with each 
other, and the impression conveyed 
to his mind that they were engaged 
in a pugilistic combat, but on ap- 
proaching the men he discovered 
them brutally beating a man who 
was lying on the ground. The man 
was in a beastly state of intoxication, 
and was as powerless to defend him- 
self as an infant. 
The TRIBUNE 


representative called for the police, 
which resulted in making the hood- 
lums leave the spot of their brutal 
attack in double-quick time. 
The 


rascals were subsequently captured 
by the police. 


The police should devote a little of 


their time in watching for these 
desperadoes who are a curse to any 
ohilized community, and especially 
odious here in Oakland, a city that 
boasts of an efficient police and good 
government.
